NEW  YORK  (RNS)  —  Reader’s  Digest- is  planning  to  try  its  famed 
talents  for  condensing  books  on  another  major  work  —  tte  Bible. 

One  Digest  editor  said  the  project  will  involve  “just  a  reduction  in  length, 
like  any  of  our  condensations.  You  simply  take  out  what  you  can,  without 
distorting  what  the  author  meant.  Only  in  this  case,  the  author  has  more 
stature  than  most.” 

The  magazine  has  chosen  the  Revised  Standard  Version  (RSV)  for  its 
condensation  work.  Attorneys  for  the  periodical  and  for  the  Divisioo  of 
Education  and  Ministry  of  the  Nation^  Council  (rf  Churches,  which  holds 
the  copyright  for  the  RSV,  are  working  out  details  of  a  contract.

A  group  of  39  parents,  who  claimed 
that  the  resolution  violated  their  re¬ 
ligious  rights,  filed  suit  in  a  federal  dis¬ 
trict  court  but  their  complaint  was  dis¬ 
missed.  Their  appeal  reached  the 
Supreme  Court,  where  the  school 
board  urged  the  justices  not  to  hear  the 
case  in  light  of  the  fact  that  no  religious 
exercises  have  been  conducted  in  Or¬ 
lando’s  schools  for  more  than  seven 
years.  Likewise,  the  board  argued,  the 
practice  of  allowing  the  Gideiw  to  dis¬ 
tribute  Bibles  in  the  sdiools  had  also 
been  discontinued  shortly  after  the
